Looking Backwards 

Thfi follQtoing editonal it ov» 
taken from the Daily files of over 
sixteen years ago, written at a time 
when the better part of the civilized 
world was wigaged in bitter strife. 

It appears to , 7i8 that we can 
eicplain the functions of the Daily no 
more clearly than by reprinting an 
excerpt from it. 

"IVrOW that the work of thé session is 
at last under way it may not bè out 
of place to reassert the functions and 
purpose of our daily college publication. 
This is desirable, not merely with re- 
gard to those who have but recently 
entered iMfflUjpahd ai*e more or less 
unacquainieq^y^ which the 

"Daily" occupies in our college life and 
activity. Unfortunately ignorance in 
this connection is likewise prevalent 
among upperclassmen and, though it
